His desire to 
facilitate in every possible way the 
negotiations induced him to 
recon- 


sider his original plan to go to Oys- 
ter Bay this week. After his visit to 
Worcester and Wiltiamstown, Mass.: 
where he will go to attend the com- 
mencement exercises of Clarke Uni- 
versity and Williams College, he will 
return to Washington, arriving here 
Friday morning next. It is expected 
that if nothing unforseen shall have 
occurred in the meantime, more def- 
inite announcement of the status of 
the negotiations may be made soon 
after his return. There is a possibil- 
ity even that the selection of the 
plenipotentiaries of both Bussto. 
•Japan may be announced before 
President leaves tomorrow nigh't 
Massachusetts. 


PEACE ENVOYS. 


. "A final determination of the seat of 
the conference having been * reached, 
the President, in common with 
the 


political, world, is awaiting the action 
of the belligerent nationi»-as-to-their 
peace envoys. With that part of the 
program the President naturally has 
nothing to do. When the selections 
have been made the names of the re- 
spective governments will be 
com- 


municated to the President. By him 
they in turn will be communicated to 
the governments interested and 
for- 


mally announced to the world. 


AVERT ENGAGEMENT. 


It is the hope here that the 
ar- 


rangements for the conferences may 
proceed with such facility as to avert 
a general engagement in 
Manchuria 


between the forces of Generals Lin- 
evitch and Oyama. The precipitation 
of a great battle at the present stage 
of the peace negotiations would 
be 


regarded here as a most unfortunate 
error, of judgment—an 
error which 


might imperil seriously the negotia- 
tions for the conference. Indeed, it 
Is believed in some 
quarters 
that 


whatever might be the result of such 
a conflict, it would arouse so much 
bitterness that the negotiations, the 
status of which is now so favorable, 
••would collapse. 


RUSSIAN PRESS. 


It can be said that President Roose- 


.velt is giving no heed to irritating 
personal references to him which have 
lo-ppeared in a part of 
the Russian 


.press. His conduct of the peace ne- 
gotiations thus far has been as nearly

sire to bring about a new order of thing*. 
My personal wish and my will as Em- 
peror to summon a national assembly la 
unshaken. I await with a,nxiety the car- 
rying out of this, my will. 


"You can announce this to the inhab- 
tants of the towns and villages -through- 
out Russia and 1'rom today you will ae- 
sist me in this^-new work. 


"The National Assembly will, ae for- 


merly, establish a united Russia, and the 


pfiror will be the supreme support of 


the conditions based on .the principle of 
Russian nationalism." 
'Upon completing his remarks the Em- 


peror graciously greeted the individual 
members of the delegation, shakinghands 
.with them and 
having a few -cordial 


words for -each.

received the bold, plain-spoken address

FOR PROMOTION OF 


FOREIGN COMMERCE 


WASHINGTON,. June IS.—The Depart- 


ment of. Commerce and labor has com- 
pleted preparations for .sending-five spe- 
cial .agents -abroad ,to investigate trade 
conditions, with the object'of; promoting 
the foreign commerce of the United 
States. 
The five 
f agents selected are: 


Professor Lincoln Hutchlnson, University 
of California; Charles M. Pepper, Harry 
Burrill, Raymond F. Crist and Dr. Ed- 
ward Bedloe. 
As - the appropriation Is 
only 130,000 it was decided to limit .the 
several fields of investigation in order 
that the best results may be obtained 
for presentation to Congress early in the 
approaching session. 
Burrtll and Crist 
will go to the Orient. Professor Hutchin- 
son will go to South America, and already 
has entered upon his work. He will visit 
all the ports of the Atlantlfc and Pacific 
coast of that continent Pepper will go 
to Canada, and subsequently to Mexico, 
extending his Investigations to the Central 
American countries. 
Dr. Bedloe will be 
sent to the West Indies, Venezuela. 
British, Dutch and French Guiana. It Is 
expected that the Investigation will Be 
completed in the field by the close of the 
present year, and. that all of the agents 
will have their— final reports ready for 
Congress in January. 
Secretary Metcalf has prepared instruc- 
tions for the agents which require them 
to make full investigations Into American 
trade with the countries to be visited, 
what proportion of the entire trade la 
shared by/the United States and what 
methods may be adopted to Increase its 
volume.

PARIS JUNE 13.—Official quarters 


here today show a feeling of optimism 
and confidence concerning the early ad- 
justment of the .Franco-German con- 
troversy of the last week. It Is defi-

A singular development of the situa- 
tion Is the attitude of the Socialists 
under the leadership of M. Jaures, wjo 
join hands with the Nationalists in re- 
sisting any uxtreme demands of Ger- 
many. The Socialists heretofore, have 
been foremost in seeking a Franco- 
German rapproachment but they now1 
maintain that this sentiment should 
not lead the government to permit 
Germany to dictate her own terms 
concerning 
to-; foreign 
policy 
o£ 
France. 


No adequate expression of the Ger- 
man feeling at this time can be pre- 
sented -without making note of the 
very general belief in naval circles 
that Great Britain is seeking an excuse 
to check the great progress which is 
making in the German sea armament. 
This belief Is widely expressed among 
naval officers of all classes. It is their 
view that Great Britain is willing that 
France should 
suffer 
defeat on the 
land if Great Britain thereby was giv- 
en a chance to destroy the German 
navy. 
As a result of this feeling there is 
great activity In the German navy and 
it has never been so alert, or EO per- 
fectly ready for defense as now. A 
possible explanation for this alarm is 
that Admiral TIrpitz has been anxious 
to test the preparedness and speed 
with which the navy could oe placed 
on a war basis and therefore desired 
that the officers should feel the thrill 
and stimulus of an Unminent action In 
order to bring out the best in them.

After the war of 1870-71, France recuperated from her disastrous 


defeat so rapidly and paid off the enormous indemnity exacted by 
Germany so quickly that Bismarck was piqued, arid he deliberately 
planned to force France into another war for the purpose of further 
breaking the power and spirit of the French nation. His atrocious 
scheme was blocked, however, by its premature exposure' in .the 
London Times, which was prompted by the diplomatic enemies of 
the German Chancellor. 


Bismarck has passed away, but his idea that Germany should 


thwart and humble France at every opportunity seems still to dominate 
German policy. Kaiser William, an able prince and IP many respects j 
a good ruler, seems to be more and more impressed with the Bis-| 
marckian idea the older he grows. France appears to be perpetually 
in his mind. It pains him to see the \republic prosperous, and he 
regards each manifestation of its growth and power as an additional 
menace to Germany.« The Russo-French alliance kept him on a ner- 
vous strain tor several years. The recent entente between Great 
Britain and France has given him more spasms. He is trying to 
baffle French designs in Northern Africa, and is doing it in a way 
that shows a disposition to be deliberately ugly. He wants it to ap- 
pear to the whole world that Germany has made France take a back 
Seat. He wants it understood abroad that he is cock of the walk. 


Well, he may get rudely surprised, His aggressive tactics may 


finally force France to fight. Should war come, the contest would 
not be a repetition of the ill-starred Sedan campaign. The German 
army is slightly superior to France's in point of numbers, but the war 
between Russia and Japan has again proved that mere numbers do 
not always win. 
The French have always been a warlike nation, and 


their flags have more than once fluttered in Berlin. -It was no idle vaunt 
'when Napoleon's hussar boasted that he had "fotight the men and 
kissed the women in fourteen kingdoms." From time immemorial the 
French have been a fighting race, and they have, seen the inside of 
every -.capital, in Europe, London, Stockholm arid St. Petersburg 
alone. excep.ted. Again and again they have surprised the world by 
exhibitions of patriotic valor. In the days of the First Revolution the 
raw peasantry defeated and drove from their land the disciplined ar- 
mies of Prussia and Austria. After the. successive defeats inflicted 
by Marlborough, they rallied and put up a fight at'Malplaquet that 
astounded and chagrined Prince Eugene and the conqueror of Blen- 
heim. They \vere driven from the field, it is true, but they retired in 
good order fighting with a resolute front a foe flushed with repeated 
victories and greatly outnumbering them. 


History may repeat itself. Jena and .Auerstadt were as fatefut 


to Prussia as Gravelotte and Sedan were-to. France, 
William may 


force a war on France only to find the French fully prepared and 
nerved by high resolve to fight to the last gasp. In the sublimated 
patriotism of her sons Japan has revived the heroic age, and has given 
fresh inspiration to weaker people to stand up for their rights against 
unjust aggression. 
The German Emperor had bettar have a care how 


' he struts about with a chip on his shoulder. He may suffer the 
humiliation that was inflicted on his great grandfather Frederick 
William. 


Perhaps the Czar objected to the peace negotiations being con- 


ducted in Manchuria because Oyarna might have to lick Linevitch 
..before he could make him see'the .point. The Russian army has had 
all the licking it needs at present.

. - "One of the features of the' Fourth of July celebration in Sacra- 
mento will be a procession of "horribles." What connection is there 
between our national anniversary and such a procession? What was 
there about the signing of the Declaration of Independence that sug- 
gests burlesque and horseplay? 'Such exhibitions degrade patriotic 
celebrations. They cater to low tastes and are senseless as an expres- 
sion of popular pride in the great event which the celebration of the 
Fourth of July commemorates. It is time such exhibitions of freakish 
vulgarity were dispensed with. 


Commenting on the fact that Banker Bigelow received sentences 


of ten years each running concurrently, the Sacramento Bee says 
these concurrent sentences are a fraud and a sham. So they are. 


. They are worse indeed, for they are so senseless that they deceive 
nobody.

It is a habit we Amer- 
icans have. We spend much money in honoring after death men we 
treat rather shabbily when alive. "I am hungry and Congress sends 
me a sword," bitterly said General George Rogers Clark, who saved 
to the United States the country west of Pittsburgh lying between the 
.Ohio, the Mississippi and the Great Lakes. A vote of thanks and a, 
sword were the recompense, in old age and poverty, for the man 
who had preserved an empire for his country.

voted money to erect a monument to his memory. We are strong on 
monuments, perhaps because they gratify our national love of display, 
but we are rather short in making provision for our heroes while living.

-"example of the management of the St. Louis Fair in closing the gates 


on Sunday. They not only keep the Fair open on Sunday, but they 
have reduced the price of admission on that day one-half. 'No doubt 
this will greatly swell the Sunday crowds and add considerably to the 
'receipts. Sunday closing in St. Loujs cut down the receipts and had 
"a disastrous effect on many of the- concessions. 
The Sabbatarians 


made a strong effort to have the Portland Fair close on Sunday, but 
the experience of St. Louis made it useless. In particular the work- 
ing people of Portland wanted the Fair open on Sundays because it 
'enabled them to visit it with their families without losing time from 
.their employment. The reduction in the price of admission was made 
to enable them to see the Fair at the lowest possible cost. 


Metcalf and Taift's Criticism. 


Secretary Met'calf does not take kindly to Secretary Taft's sug- 


gestion that the Chinese exclusion act,should be more liberally con- 
strued and less" -rigidly enforced. He believes laws should be inter- 
preted according to their letter and enforced according to their tenor 
and purpose. 
He does not subscribe to the theory that laws are to T>« 


stretched or contracted to suit the convenience of those charged with 
their enforcement. Secretary Metcalf is right. The law should be 
enforced to the letter! or repealed, or modified. If it is too drastic, 
let it be amended. To what extent it remains for Congress to say, not 
what an executive'officer'may think. When the law was enacted it 
was with the avowed object of keeping out all Chinese who were not 
merchants, students and travelers. 
So many Chinese had improperly 


entered the country under the false pretense of belonging to some one 
of these three classes that both the law-and its enforcement were re- 
quired to be stringent if exclusion is to'be., made effective. Secretary 
Taft voices a demand that the law be. made ineffective: by tax .enforce- 
ment. It is a somewhat sirfgular suggestion coming from a Cabinet 
officer who has been a Judge. 
• 


But the matter •touches Secretary Metcalf nearly in another re- 


spect. His subordinates are charged with the enforcement of the ex- 
clusion law. ^f the' law is unjustifiably strained in its enforcement, or 
twisted by wrong construction from its letter and purpose, it is" a re- 
flection on the head of the Department of Commerce and Labor. 


In demanding a laxer enforcement of the law Secretary Taft 


rather^broadly charged that it was being enforced with unnecessary 
harshness and rigidity. Whether he.meant that the law is too severe 
or that its enforcement is too severely strict is hot .clear from his 
language. 
But if he meant the latter, he reflected on the subordinates 


of Secretary Metcalf. If he meant the former he criticized the wisdom 
of Congress.

Mr. Metcalf avoids all controversy by standing ori'the proposition 


that the law was enacted to be enforced, and that he is enforcing it in 
accordance with its letter and intent. However ,it is unusual for one 
Cabinet officer to criticize the methods pursued by the subordinates of 
another Cabinet officer. Secretary .Tait seems to take "siting on the 
lid" a little toof seriously.

HIGH SCHOOL 


AND UNIVERSITY 


Tlie Sacramento.Urijon recently pub- 


Ushed an editorial concerning Ui« re- 
lations of the High Schools of Califor- 
nia to the universities, in which .it 
showed that considerably lem than 10 
per cent, of tie students who enter 
the High Schools" ever enter the uni- 
versities, and that less than one in 
three of High School graduates be- 
come : university students, Comment- 
ing on these statistic*, the Union* asks 
If it is worth while to arrange the 
curriculum" and 'standards of scholar- 
ship in the High Schools solely with 
the view of fitting their graduates to 
•ake a university course. 


The Mercury has on more than one 
occasion taken this view of the sub- 
ject, and it is glad to see other jour- 
nals getting into line. The theory up- 
on which the educational system of 
California is based 'Is - that each grade 
of our; public.-schools should be 
ar- 
ranged' with. the:vi«w of making, it 
merely an introduction to the 
next 
grade above. The primary course is 
designed to Ct the pupil for the gram- 
mar grade; the latter prepares him 
for the High School, and the univer- 
sity is the "capstone" of the system. 


The Mercury holds that this educa- 


tional scheme is founded in a miecon- 
•jeptlon of Its proper purpose. 


The true American idea Is to give 


to every child such a common school 
education as will fit him for the ordi- 
nary duties of life and citizenship." 


The vast -majority of boys and girls 
never go beyond the grammar grade. 
in fact, many never enter the grammar, 
school, while many others drop out 
curing that course. In the necessity 
of the case they graduate from 
the 
common school to the'store and the 
workshop. It follows that the prim- 
ary and grammar 
school 
courses 


should be arranged with such gradu- 
ation in view*, not a graduation to the 
High School. If there be any conflict 
between the two courses it should be 
decided in favor of the greatest good 
to the greatest number. 


From the High School to the univer- 


sity the same reasoning holds good 
with even, more force. That there -is 
*' conflict there, is evident from gen- 
eral 
knowledge and report 
It was 


specifically illustrated during the ses- 
sion of the State Teachers' Conven- 
tion In • this city. On that occasion a 
university professor frankly charged 
the High Schools with doing poor and 
unsatisfactory work, because In cer- 
tain scientific courses they did 
not 
train 
their' students in conformity 


with the exact requirements of scbse- 
oj;,ent special university work. 


The 
Mercury pointed out ei the 
time,. and it. has never found reason 
to change its opinion, that it was not 
the proper function of the High School 
to train its students In such narrow 
and . exact scientific lines ' as would 
hest fit them to take up severe uni- 
versity special lines that would make 
them 
chemists, or other scientists. 
That could be properly assumed only 
in case the whole body or the greater 
number of High School students, in- 
tended to take a university course to 
fit themselves for scientific pursuits. 
But that is not the case. Ac the 
statistics show, an overwhelming ma- 
jority of High School students do not 
go to the University and have no In- 
t«ntlon of going there. For them the 
High School scientific courses 
are 


merely 
cultural; -to give them the 


broader .view of things which 
fits 
them'to be more Intelligent citizens. 
The: High School should be a* suffi- 
cient unto itself as .possible...and the 
primary and grammar schools should 
be as sufficient' unto themselves as 
possible. 
The common schools 
are 


for the many; the university for the 
few. That Is the practical fact, what- 
ever may be said about throwing open 
the doors of the higher education to 
all. However wide they are thrown 
open, the many caianot and will not 
enter therein. That fact should be 
recognized and our educational syptem 
planned in accordance with the fact 
—San Jose Mercury.

vlction of Stewart and his sentence to the 
death penalty. The Confederate vetenuu 
took the matter up, and through the! 
efforts the death penalty was reduced to 
imprisonment for twenty years. One-ha! 
of that time was served when Presidon 
Diaz was induced to extend executivx 
clemency.

C.-Woodworth, associate professor of 
sntomoiogy at the University of Cali- 
fornia, says that this year will experi- 
ence the greatest invasion of grass- 
.hoppers ^tnat California has ever seen 
'a the statement made. 
Letters have 


;een racelved from ail parts of the 
State and so urgent has been the call 
for help that Professor "Woodworth 
will leave Berkeley shortly to visit the 
fields where the pest Is operating and 
to heh> in the fight against its depre- 
dations. 


"We finished our Investigations in 


(he Turlock country none too soon,," 
said Professor Woodworth today," for 
I have received letters from 
every 


county in Ihe State north of San Fran- 
cisco asking- for advice and help, and 
describing- the invasions of the hopper 
as the worst that the country has ever 
witnessed. I have received specimens 
from some counties and the hoppers in 
the north seem to be of a different spe- 


cies from the insect found In the Tur- 
lock region of last year. But I tried the 
same poison used with such success on 
the O. enigma (the Turlock hopper), 
and it has worked as well. 
I have 


received 
word 
from some counties 


south of the bay but the pest seems to 
be confined to the northern country at 
present. 
I expect to hear of It in the 
San Joaquin Valley soon, however. 
"As roon as Professor Wickson gets 


back from his trip with the Congres- 
sional committee and I will be no long- 
er worried with the cares of acting 
head of the department, I shall leave 
Berkeley and be gone several months 
visiting all the places from which I 
have received letters so as to offer thi 
farmers what suggestions I can for 
the coi.trol of the pest. It Is too early 
in the s-.'ason to burn any extensive 
areas for the fields are not dry enough 
to make a hot fire, but I have ever.', 
hope that the bran-niolasses mixture 
which worked so successfully at Tur- 
iock, will prove effectual in dealing 
with the insect In the northern coun- 
ties.

SPEND DAY AND NIGHT IN 


PARKS. 


NE"W TOBK, June 10.—Showers 
anr2 


change in the wind early today greatly 
reduced the temperature and excessive 
humidity from which Greater New York 
sweltered throughout the Sabbath. 


Nowhere in the city was the suffering 


so intense as in the East Side tenement 
section, where little preparation liad been 
made for It. Ordinarily such days do not 
come until ealry In July. From hundreds 
of stuffy tenements thousands of children 
swarmed into the street, many of them 
half-clad and others struggling to rid 
themselves of such fragments of winter 
garments as still clung to their little 
jodies. 
Mothers with 
haggard 
faces 
peered out of lofty windows and shrieked 
in vain for their little ones to come iu. 
The police were constantly called upon to 
quell infantile riots and scores of children 
wore reported lost at nightfall, 
Nearly all households among the tene- 
ment dwellers has been called to provide 
for one or more of the immigrants who' 
swarmed into the city last spring, and 
most of these have nothing but heavy 
winter clothing. In places the curbs and 
doorsteps were lined with heavy-bearded 
men, 
exhausted and apparently suffering 
intense physical pain. 
Earlier than ever before it became 
necessary to throw open the parks to 
those who came there for the night. All 
day the small parks on the East Sido 
were thronged, but they furnished little 
respite from the heat until night came. 
Orders were issued in all the downtown 
precincts to leave the parks open during 
the night until 
the weather changed. 
Midnight found the benches and grass 
plots of Central\Park and the breathing 
spots 1'urhther north still crowded with 
mothers and nurses with their babies. 
Extra details of police were scut out to all 
of these places. 
According to the general passenger 
agents of the big railroad systems enter- 
ing New York city, never in their experi- 
ence have so many families sought'coun- 
try homes for the summer as this year. 
More than £0,000 families Is a conserva- 
tive estimate for the five boroughs of 
those who have closed their homes and 
apartments and become commuters for 
the season. The railroad men say nearly 
all inquiries directed their way are for 
small houses in the .country nearby, with 
a little patch of ground under cultivation.
